Washington June 2.—An indica- 


tion of the extent to which farm 
population has declined, relatively, 


rural communities announced by the 
census bureau. 

While cities have been growing 
rapidly, the total number of per- 
sons on farms has ‘ftemained at a 
standstill, or declined, it is. indi- 
cated. 

Aftef giving ‘only city census sta- 
tistics for several months, the bu- 
reau has announced the population 
of fifty-seven widely-scattered ru- 
ral .counties. Of these thirty-four 
show a decrease since 1910. 

Ten years ago the population of 
the United States was 46.3 per cent 
urban and 53.7 per cent/rural. The 
rural t6tals just announced bear out 
a recent story by the United News, 
stating that the 1920 census would 
reveal the transition of country 
from a nation primarily agricultural 
to one primarily industrial, . with 
probably 65 per cent city dwellers. 

Counties in fourteen states are in- 
cluded in the.list made public. In 
nearly all. instances, the counties 
showing decreases during the past 
decade, also showed decreases be- 
tween 1900 and 1910. 

Here is a summary by states: 

Indiana—Eight out of twelve 
counties show decreases; Illinois, 
seven out of nine decrease; Georgia, 
one out of four decreases; lowa, 
one out of two decreases; Minnesota, 
ene out of four decreases; Missouri, 
nine out of ten decrease; two Ohio 
counties decreases two Pennsylvania 
counties increase;) Tennessee, one 
‘out of three decreases; Texas, one 
decrease; Wisconsin, one decrease: 
three Alabama gunties increase; 
Louisiana, one decrease; Colorado, 
one decrease.

a two-thirds vote is necessary to 
bring the suffrage measure from 
committee, it was generally agreed 
that unless the anti-suffrage mem- 
bers are willing, it will not come 
before the, house again.

Brickbats for Strikers. 

For this latter object lesson, 
therefore, I suggest that Brother 
Ham have on the pulpit floor some 
brickbats, stones and other mis- 
siles to be thrown /by strikers at 
women and children riding in 
street cars, or at women workers in 


cotton. factories who refuse toe 
strike; that he have some clubs 
with which non-ynion workmen 
can be beaten, and long knives with 
which they can be stabbed by labor 
union men wno strike: that he have 
some sticks of dynamite with which 
street cars.loaded with passengers 
can be blown up; that he have some 
fragments of car wheéls and some 
splinters—remnants of car -flooring 
—like those which were. shattered 
when the labor union men blew up 
the cars in Atlanta in November, 
1916; that he have sonte pistols, or 
rifles, like those with which street 
car strikers, or their “sympdthiz- 
ers” murdered two loyal employees, 
motorman and conductor, during the 
strike in Augusta, in September. 
1912, and like that with which a 
woman, cotton factory employee in 
Macon shot into a truck carrying 
loyal workers to the mill and 
wounded two women; and that hé 
have some sticks and whips, and 
also that he gesticulate with his 
fists, to illustrate how labor uniofi 
strikers pursued even into their 
homes and there, under their own 
roofs, before their very firesides, 
brutally beat and pulled the hair of 
women workers who would not join 
their union. 

And if he could induce the young 
lady whose foot was blown off, and 
the young man whose ankle ‘bone 
was shattered in the street car— 
both lamed for life—in Atlanta in 
November, 1916, to appear on 
crutches on the pulpit, he would 
give a powerful illustration of the 
callous deviltry which is the inner 
soul of labor unionism as it is dur- 
ing recent years betraying itself. 
Labor Unionism Ws. Law and Order. 

And he could crown the whole 


array of exhibits-in this object les- 
scn of labor unionism versus law 
an@ the rights of tne law-abiding by 
having two men in workmen’s garb, 
or uniform, to lie prostrate on the 
pulpit floor, as if dead, thus typify- 
ing the tragiedy in Augusta.

zens to “eliminate the fire-traps; 
give us better schools!” : 

This graduate, son of one of the 
city’s well known and substantial 
citizens, declared the building in 
which he had labored while win- 
ning his diploma to be “unfit for 
the purpose for which it is now 
used.” 

Following Dr. Lyons, on the Girls’ 
High school rostrum, Fred Win- 
burn, president of the Atlanta 
Board of Education, declared that 
the conditions complained against 
are “unavoidable under existing cir- 
cumstances;” that the board of 
education has done everything 
within its power to remedy them— 
which every fair-minded and well- 
informed citizen is willing to admit 
—but that the only remedy possible 
“jis to secure necessary funds.” 

The board, he said, had done and 
is doing its level best to improve 
the deplorable situation, but is woe- 
fully “handicapped financially.” 

Rach of these three speakers told 
the truth. 

Our High school buildings are 

inadequate and bad beyond descrip- 
tion. 
' The board of education has done 
all that has been humanly possible 
for it to do to remedy them; it is 
true that it has been unable to do 
more on account of its being “han- 
dicapped financially.” 

But the city of Atlanta—big, pros- 
perous, richer, in point of excess of 
resources and assets over liabili- 
ties, than any other city of its class 
in America—can provide the rem- 
edy; by supplying the necessary 
revenue which the school board 
lacks, and which it must~have if 
existing conditions are to be rem- 
edied,

Sometimes this is sup- 
plied in the form of a fresh fruit 
juice; for-infants over five months 
of age it may he in the form of some 
clear fresh meat broth; or perhaps 
a bit of finely-mashed baked po- 
tato. But fresh milk suitably 
‘modified by dilution with water or 
a thin cereal gruel to suit the baby’s 
age and digestive efficiency, is the 
best solution of this problem of bad 
nutrition. There is no highfalutin 
literature placed in the mother’s 
hands to teach her the superlative 
v@lue of clean, fresh milk, at what- 
ever cost, in the feeding of her 
haby. Therefore, many a baby is 
subjected to the sorry experiment of 
a cheat food. The misguided moth- 
er imagines that, if the cheat 
“agrees” with the baby it is the 
proper thine: whereas, in fact that 
is no criterion in an infant’s nu- 
trition.

plan which is heing developed. 

Fault of System. 

Mr. Robertson went: into detail 
with explanations concerning the 
present form of government, calling 
attention.to the large number of 
committees, boards and chairmen 
which, he said, were not co-ordinat- 
ed, and which often did the work of 
each other. He also declared that 
it was not the fault of the men who 
compose the government, but. of the 
lack of system which prevails. It 
was also declared at the meeting 
that if a city manager were chosen, 
he would be subject to discharge at 
any time his services failed to 
please, and that there was no pos- 
sible chance for the executive to at- 
tempt to annex to himself dictato- 
rial powers. 

Several points which were offered 
as points of probable discussion 
among the details of the praposed 
new charter were: 

The elimination of ward lines and 
wards. 

The election of the school board, 
whether by the people or by the 
eouncil which a city manager char- 
ter provides as being elected by the 
people. : 

It was also said that the proposed 
new charter would probably pro- 
vide that no member. of the council 
could be chosen city manager, in 
order to prevent possible ambitions 
of council members causing them to 
attempt to rise to the position of 
manager through their prsiviee, 

Another suggested phase of the 
new charter was a “welfare court,” 
to be operated in connection with a 
welfare commission and in _  con- 
junction with a corrections, com- 
mittee. It was urged that’ this 
eould should be presided over by a 
judge whose legal knowledge was 
undoubted, who had expérience, and 
who would be appointed by § the 
council, Tt was also suggested that 
the tax assessor, instead of a hoard 
of tax assessors, be selected with a 
view to his close contact and co-op- 
eration with the counctt. 

Edward H. Inman, a member of 
the police board, in a short talk, said 
that in the past the public offices in 
Atlanta had been filled, to a large 
extent, either on account of per- 
sonal popularity, or on account of 
the amount of good the man elected 
might be able to do, personally, for 
the man who voted for him. "We 
should not jump On our mayor for 
faults, on the other hand,” said Mr. 
Inman, “when the system of gov- 
ernment under which he operates 
gives him no authority to take in- 
itiative or do any real service for 
the city.” 

Opposed to Boards. 

“fT am opposed to school boards, to 
police boards, to any sort of 
boards,” continued Mr. Inman. “The 
school and police boards of the city 
of Atlanta are more involved in 
politics than any other part of the 
government, simply because the na- 
ture of their work makes it impos- 
oeee for them to avoid the prac- 
tice.” 

Miss Eleanor Raoul told the meet- 
ing that the women-of Atlanta were 
interested in every phase of the 
city’s be&terment. “We don’t want 
merely bétter schools for Atlanta,” 
she said, “we want the best that 
the world affords. We want play- 
grounds, with correct and .proper 
supervision, and we want kinder- 
gartens. You may laugh when ‘I 
say this, but the women of Atlanta 
are also heartily in favor of any 
plan that will give more efficient 
and cleanlier garbage collection.” 

In reference to the elimination of 
ward lines, Dr. Hatton said that ex- 
perience in other cities had never 
found any fault with elimination, 
and that they could never do any 
real service except in the actual, 
mechanical conducting of elections, 

“Atlanta is not so large,” he 
said, “as to make it tmpossible for 
a candidate to present his point of 
view to the entire city. And after 
a candidate ig elected; he certainly 
should not begin to consider his 
service for the city in the light of 
certain section. 
That is a thing that will defeat any 
good movement you might begin,

Resolutions urging the suppres- 
sion of lynching and an end to the 
Jim Crow law were passed at the 
closing session of the convention of 


the National Association_for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, at Big 


Bethel church yesterday. ¢ 

Mrs. W. Spencer Murray, of Mary- 
land, a leader in the woman suf- 
frage movement; Rev. C. B. Wilmer. 
of Atlanta, president of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal diocese of Atlanta, 
and Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, this year’s 
recipient of the Spingarn medal! for 
the greatest achievement by a man 
of African descent during the year, 
were the chief speakers. 

The committee on time and place 
reported that the invitation of De- 
troit to hold next year’s annual con- 
ference in that city had been ac- 
cepted. Detfoit was chosen in pref- 
erence to Other cities because of its 
new importance as a negro indus- 
trial center, due to thaimmigration. 
Newark, N. J.; San Antonio, Texas; 
St. Louis, Mo.; Lynchburg, Va.: Des 
Moines, Iowa; Omaha, Neb.; Atlantic 
City, N. J., and Boley, Okla., had 
extended invitations to the confer- 
ence. 

Abllity Knows No Sect. 

Mrs. W. Spencer Murray said, in 
part: 

“Ability knows no limitation in 
sex, color or anything else. Women 
—and this includes white women 
and colored women—need self-re- 
spect and self-confidence. Woman 
represents the only unorganized un- 
paid labor in the world, the only 
free labor. If she dies, the man 
has ‘to marry more free labor, be- 
cause he can’t afford to buy some- 
one to duplicate his service. If he 
dies, she goes on with her work ana 
takes up his work besides. She 
has been an administrator from 
Catherine of Russia, and the fighting 
abesses of the middle ages to the 
Slave-born empress, Tsi-An, of 
China. 

“With our shortage in industriai 
ficlds lies an equal shoriage in po- 
litical fields. We need the women 
tLere—white women and black 
wemen. Ability knows no limita-, 
ticn in sex, color or anything else,” 

Rev CC. B. Wilmer, of Atlanta, 
who 1s deeply interested in the suc- 
cess of the Atlanta plen of inter- 
racial co-operation, talked on the 
balivt. and education. : 

Dr. W. E. B. DuBois said, in part: 

“An entirely white world is int 
possible. The only domination in 
the long run that is going to be 
recognized is the domination of 
ability and character and these are 
the possessivun of no one nation, no 
one color. no one race. I advocsnte: 
schools for all people, schoals that 
train, not simply to work, 
think: schools that train, not sim- 
ply for vocations and professions, 
but for the greatest of careers— 
that of a democratic citizen in a 
democratic state. 

“If | were a southerner I should 
assume that the advance of the’ 
black men was inevitable, that I 
ought to welcome it because the 
present advance does not hurt m2 
and'the future advance will not and 
cannot hurt me; that the world has 
proven that ideas cannot be sup- 
pressed by clubs or blows; that dem- 
ocratic government is the govern- 
ment toward which the whole 
world must come, and that if tlhe 
south wishes to be abreast of the 
wor'd it must put an effective bal- 
lot in the hand of every citizen. 
black and white, male and female.” 

Commenting on the right of the 
vote, Dr. Dubois said: 

“By common consent it is regard- 
e@ ast inconceivab!« that any group 
could maintain itself in the eke- 
nomic world, in the political wor!d. 
in the world of human contact, man 
with maa, without having a voice 
in his own government and Jin the 
Sovernment of the world. Without 
such right no workingman has the 
power to maintain his wage or con- 
aitions of. labor, no parent has a 
voice in the education of his chil- 
dren no citizen can ‘maintain his 
civi, rights, no property holder can 
protect his accumulatrons. 

“Who Can Govern Them fr” 


“The thesis that some people are 
incapable of self-government brings 
us to this impasse. If people can- 
not govern themselves who can gev- 
ern them? If there is one thing in 
the world that has broken down it 
is the attempt of groups, nations 
and races to impose their irrespon- 
sible will upon others. It is shown 
that this sort of thing can go to 
certain lengths. A tyrant can keep 
order, an aristocracy can make a 
nation prosperous, but it is not pos- 
sible, we have learned, to achieve 
the greatest good to all, save by 
letting all take part in government 
—that is by democracy. 

In the afternoon, a symposium 
was held on the “Atlanta Plan of 
Radical Co-operation.” For the first 
time, as far as is known, white 
men from the northern and south- 
ern states, colored men from the 
northern and southern states sat 
down at a “round table” to discuss 
frankly methods of interracial co- 
operation and to devise methods of 
more effectual and closer relations.

New Orleans, June 2.—A bulge of 
a cent a pownd was registered in the 
price of /cotton today, following an 
opening belated by three hours 
while the trade waited for the sig- 
nature of President Wilson to a bill 
making permanent the form of con- 
tract which has been traded in for 
about a year past, and which expired 
at midnight last night. 

Following the official announce- 
ment that the bill had become law, 
the market opened at i11 o'clock, 
and inside of ten minutes was 92 
to 100 points higher on buying 
aroused by the first condition report 
of the season from the department 
ef agriculture.

Washington, June 2.—Reporting 
the condition of the cotton crop on 
May .25, at 62.4 per cent of normal, 
the department of agriculture, bu- 
réeau of crop estimates, announced 
that this was the lowest mark in 
its record of fifty years and that 
the recurring statement, “worst 
ever known,” was confjrmed. No 
forecast of production was made. 

Revised figures of the area plant- 
ed last year were announced as 35,- 
133,000 acres, the area nicked 33,- 
566,000 acres, and the yield per acre, | 
161.5 pounds. 

The department issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Cotton is reported as poor to bad 
in all cotton states, and in almost 
every county of the cotton belt. The 
recurring statement ‘worst ever 
known’ is confirmed by the reported 
condition figures of.62.4 per cent of 
normal, the next lowest at this date 
in the bureau’s entire record of fif- 
ty years being 69.5 per cent in 1917. 
Last year it was 75.6 per cent. 

“The season throughout the belt 
is from two to four weeks late. 
Extensive winter and spring rains 
packed the soil and subsequent lack 
of shortage of normal rainfall over 
much of the belt from Texas to 
North Carolina caused the rapid dry- 
ing out of the hard-packed surface, 
even when moisture in the subsoil 
is abundant. 

“Moist weather conditions in Ok- 
lahoma, Arkansas and Mississippi 
continue with much of the long 
staple growing in delta districts of 
these states still overflowed from 
the high waters in the Mississippi 
and in tributaries. Much planting 
was done ‘in the mud’ and the cold, 
wet soil caused. much rotting of 
seeds, while the cold nights and 
frost caused a loss of many fields 
that had come to a stand and has 
left many others thin and backward, 
lacking color and vigor. Replanting 
has ranged as high as 40 per cent 
in some states and planting and re- 
planting is still under way in all 
states.

DOWNWARD TREND 
IN STOCK MARKET 


Losses Partly Retrieved 
When Money Market 
Eased—Transactions for 
session 450,000 Shares. 


Jiew York, June 2.—The stock 
market was in a state of suspended 
animation during the greater part 
of today’s desultory dealings; trans- 
actions for the full sessicn scarcely 
totaling 450,000 shares. 
Price tendencies, were mainly 
downward again, although losses, 
except among selected issues, were 
partly retrieved when the money 
market developed unexpected ease 
and the shorts found it expedient 
to cover. 

Call. money. opened at 8 per cent, 
a refiection of yesterday’s sharp 
rise, but relaxed to 6 per cent in 
the las: hour on.a surplus of offer- 
ings, to®which out-of-town banks 
made substantial contributions. 

A steadier tone prevailed in for- 
eigen exchange, especially the Lon- 
don quotation, which rose about ic 
to the pound over yesterday’s final 
price on heavy purchases of de- 
mand bills. The Paris rate also re- 
corded material improvement, but 
marks reacted. 

Advices dealing with industrial 
conditions were conflicting, the 
equipment companies reporting 
moderate buying, while additional 
curtailment of operations was in- 
diewated in the woolen, cotton and 
leather industries, Larger deliv- 
eries of finished steel and iron 
products reflect further relief in the 
freight situation, 

Aside from the relative firmness 
of low-priced’ rails and pressure 
against investment issues ag that 
group, stocks showed, no alteration 
from their recent hesitant tone. The 
noderate rally in the final trading 
made greater headway in specula- 
tive issues than among standard 
shares, where net declines ruied. 

Dullness in stocks extended to 
the bond market, with Liberty bonds 
experiencing further depreciation, 
in some instances yielding 1 per 
cent. Speculative or convertible 
railroad bonds were firm and for- 
eign issues were features by the 
strength of Anglo-French 5s,

FRESH UPTURNS 
IN CORN MARKET 


Chicago, June 2.—Material fresh 
vpturns in the price gf corn result- 
ed today from continued failure of 
railryad efforts to enlarge receipts 
here. The close was unsettied, but 
ze to 2%c net higher, with July 
$1.75 to $1.75% gana September 

% to $1.61%. Oats gained 1%c 
to 1%c. 

In provisions the outcome ranged 
from 20c decline to a rise of 12c. 

Announcement that only 95 cars 
of corn had arrived in Chicago to- 
day brought about immediate and 
persistent buying on the part of big 
commission houses. The advance 
which prices quickly showed was 
soon given further impetus through 
reports that the 1920 grain season 
was uniformly ten to twenty days 
late in all the states that as a rule 
have a surplus yield. 

Besides, in some important sec- 
tions, where planting of cern still 
remained to be done, excessive mois- 
ae was threatening additional do- 
ay., | 
Word of liberal new export busi- 
ness in wheat tended subsequently 
to prevent any notable reaction in 
the corn market, altkough profit- 
taking. sales reached considerable 
volume at times. 

Oats, like corn, appeared to *®s 
chiefly influenced by the lack of a 
free movement of supplies to dis- 
tribnting eenters.

Calamitous; 


High Price Forecasted) 


Many Conditions Con- 
spire Against Good Yield 
in Face of World Short- 
age of Cotton.

New York, June 2.—Very littie 

outside interest is being manifested 
in the stock market just now. The 
proximity of the presidential con- 
ventions is always a discouraging 
factor and jis particularly so at this 
time because of the tremendous 
problems before the country. 

The effect of the _ price-cutting 
movement is beginning to be felt 
among manufacturers, for the an- 
nouncement was made that the 
American Woolen company will for 
the time being reduce its output to 
four days a week, giving as an ex- 
cuse the railway congeStion, al- 
though admitting that the current 


trade outlook Las something to.do 
with it. - 

While this has wreference to de- 
mand conditions, tne textile supply 
has another angle, as shown by the 
sensationally poor conditions of the 
cotton crop in the government re- 
pert, issued today. 

This is little short of calamitous, 
and forecasts a very high price for 
cotton, taking into consideration the 
world shortage and the tremendous 
demand all over the world. This 
condition has been forecast for some 
time by those who have been in 
close touch with the situation. The 
writer has had occasion to meet 
within the past few days, some of 
the best-posted cotton producers of 
the south, who in private conver- 
sation have declared that conditions 
were worse than any ever known. 

The backward spring, the short- 


fertilizer and the ravaves -of the 
boll weevil all have conspired to 
bring about not only a restricted 
acreage, but a poor stand of the 
growing crop. =: 

Another dull and uninteresting 
day characterized Wednesday's ses- 
sion of the stock market, 
changes, somewhat irregular, were 
confined to fractions, and only 100,- 
000 shares were traded in during 
the first hour as against 225,000 in 
the same period on Tuesday. 

There was a slight improvement 
after the first hour or two, but at 
no time was there any semolance 
of spirited transactions. 

Sterling made an advance of $ 
cents on foreign exchange, while 
German money was weaker. Italy 
showed a strong tone, and France 
improved toward the close of the 


day.
